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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Tlie proposed amendments change the claim scope of the independent claims, and would require further search 
and consideration. The proposed amendments would not overcome the 101 issues since the system claims are sofware per se, and as 
such are unpatentable in their current form. In re Nuitjen. Interim Guidelines for Determination of Patentable Subject Matter, Annex IV. 
Writing a claim as "configured to" or "programmed to" still does not render the claim as performing the function; Applicant should state that 
the system transmits a packet instead of that the system is programmed to transmit a packet. 



Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

Applicant argued Vange failed to teach a diagnostic server which stores log data corresponding to the message packet and maps an error 
code corresponding to the state to a corrective action. Vange, column 8, line 1 shows the storing of configuration information about the 
system, which is the equivalent functionality. Applicant argued Vange failed to transmit packets according to a priority. Vange, column 12, 
lines 1-5 clearly show creation of a stream of packets, where the packets are selected and transmitted based upon priority values. 
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
